He Starts Secretly to Visit the Exhibi- 
tion at Moscow. 


STRONG DETACHMENT OF TROOPS GUARD 
THE WHOLE RAILWAY ROUTE. 


Another Encounter Between the British 
and Portuguese in South Africa—Ger- 
many Watchful—Count Von Taafe and 
the Young Czechs—The Revolution in 
Chili—Foreign News. 


LONDON, May 28.—The st. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the Times telegraphs that 
paper that the departure of the Czar for Mos- 
cow will be made secretly. The railway line 
is. he says, guarded on all sides by strong 
detachments of troops, as are the approaches 
to the stations along the route. All arrange- 
ments ara complete to assure the Ozar a safe 
and rapid journey. On the other hand, a 
st. Petersburg dispatch from another source, 
declares thatthe Czar has for the present 
postponed. his intended visit to the French 
exhibition at Mescow. 

THE MONTENEGRIN ALLIANCE. 

A dispatch from Vienna says that several 
business houses there have received intima. 
tions that large orders may shortly be ex- 
pected from the Montenegrin country. It is 


believed that these orders relate to the ex- 


pected betrothal of Princess Helena, third 
daughter of the Prince of Montenegro to the 
Crar witch. ASt. Petersburg dispatch says 
the Czar’s desire for the betrothal has been 
hastened by the delicate health of Prince 
George, his second son, andthe evidence of 
danger that surrounds the Imperial family. 
The Czar concluded that he would not have 
his heir married to a German Princess, as 
has been the custom of the Imperial family, 
especially as those Princesses are averse to 
the.orthodox faith, while Roman Catholic 
Princesses are altogether inelligibie. 


THE REVOLUTION IN CHILI. 


BALMACEDA REJECTS THE OFFER OF MEDIATION 
—THREATENED INDIAN UPRISING. 

LONDON, May 28.—A message from Santiago, 
Chili, by way of Buenos Ayres, states that the 
German and British ministers have renewed 
their offer of mediation between Balmaceda 
and the insurgents, and that Balmaceda has 
rejected the proposition, stating that the 
subjection of the rebels was but a question of 
a short time. The President has ordered an 
advance on the rebel garrisons, and the loyal 
fleet is preparing for another sea attack on 
the rebel vessels in the harbor. The Admir- 
ais of the fleet, ail of whom remained loyal, 
have been in umited consultation at Valpar- 
also as to a final and decisive blow. A letter 
from Chili says thatthe Araucanian Indians, 
who have been submissive for some four 
years past, are showing signs of hostility, 
owing, itis believed, to an impression that 
Government is weakened by the civil war. 
It is said that a foreign adventurer has made 
his appearance among the Araucanians, and 
ts endeavoring to re-enact the romantic ex- 
perience of King Orelil. Troops have been 
sent to the disturbed district. 


GERMANY WATCHFUL. 
KEEPING OUT RUSSIAN AND POLISH JEWS—A 
° BENSATIONAL SUICIDE. 

RERLIN, May 28.—The Prussian authorities 
have ordered the sternest Measures on the 
Posen frontier to keep the Russian and 
Polish Jews out of Germany. The roads at 
the boundary are ‘patrolled by troops, and 
the railway stations are carefully watched. 
The military have instructions to aid the civil 
authorities in preventing undesirable em- 
grants from leaving or from passing through 
Prussia. 

In reference to recent rumors, itis semi- 
officially stated that Chancellor Caprivi is 
enjoying the best of health. 

A SENSATIONAL SUICIDE. 

Additional particulars of the suicide of 
Baron Prittiwiz-Gaffron of Buntzlau, Silesia, 
show thatthe Baron, who was Judge of the 
district, suddenly left the court-room in the 
middie ofa trial and hanged himself in his 
bed-room. He was about to be married to a 
Brazilian lady and had appeared to be in 
good health and spirits. No explanation of 
the sudden suicide is conjecturable except 
momentary insanity, 

THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 

DRESDEN, May 2%.—The official Dresdener 
Zeitung states that a prolongation of the 
triple alliance is assured on a basis essen- 
tially unehanged.

The Disappearance and Tragic Death 
of Old Martin. Burebaugh. 


CIRCUMSTANCES POINTING TO A REVOLT- 
ING MURDER AT FARMINGTON, 10. 


Excitement at Walla Walla—Fears of a 


Lynching—Saved by His Victim’s 
Father—Wanted to Lynch Him—Forger 
Sibley Identified—A Circus Mobbed— 
The Criminal Calendar. 


FARMINGTON, Mo., May 2.—The inquest 
which was held yesterday over the remains 
of Martin Burebaugh developed isome very 
suspicious circumstances. The body was 
discovered ina narrow ravine about three 
feet deep, and there were indications that 


the body had been dragged into it. Under 


the body was a quantity of leaves. When 
these were removed bunches of human 
hair and the old man’s cane were 
discovered. The head, which was lying 
twenty or twenty-five feet from the body, 
seemed to have been cut off with some sharp 
instrument. ‘Nicholas Burebaugh, the son of 
the deceased, has told several contradictory 
stories concerning his father’s disappear- 
ance, and these, together with his heartless 
deportment, his manifest the con- 
dition of the headless body, all indicate that 
a revolting murder has been committed. but 
in the absence of any positive criminating 
evidence no arrests have been made.

A BUTTE (MONT.) STREET RAILWAY MANAGER

Burre, Mont., May 28.—Geo. F. Woolston, 
manager of the Butte Rallway & Cabie Co., 
narrowly escaped the vengeance of a 
mob last evening which followed him and 
his escort to jail several hundred strong, 
throwing brick-bats and shouting ‘‘Lynch 
im, all the way from his office to the 
county prison.

DROPPED DEAD. 


Hon, Samuel M. Breckinridge of St. 
Louis Expires in Detroit. 


DEATH COMES WHILE ADDRESSING THE 
PRESBYTERIAN CONVENTION, 


During a Review of the Famous Dr. Briggs 
Case and Ita Legal Phases He Faints 
and Is Carried Lifeless From the Kall 
A Sketch of the Eminent Jurist’s 
Life, 7 


DETROIT, May 28.—At this afternnon’s ses- 
sion of the Presbyterian Assembly 
Judge Samuel M. Breckinridge of 
St. Louis died suddenly. He 
was ot the committee which had the Briggs’ 
case in charge and was looked to with respect 
by the convention, his moderation and clear- 
headedness winning the confidence of all. 
He was in good health during the morning 
session and was an attentive listener to the 
proceedings. Herose to make many sug- 
gestions, but none betraying any bitterness 
whatever in the dispute. 2 

This afternoon he reported in his place 
promptiy and in the best of humor. 
Shortly after the opening of the 
session President Patton announced to those 
about the chair that it would probably be im- 
possible to get toa vote in the Briggs case, 
Judge Breckenridge rose to talk on some legal 
parties involved in the Briggs case. He was 
listened to with close attention. He 
held. that the church must act this 
year or the matter would be ended. 
Before he got through he fell in a faint and 
had to be carried out ofthe church. Several 
doctors came to his assistance, but he died 
in a few minutes, 

The tragical occurrence threw a pall over 
the assembly. The fainting fit came without 
warning. He said on his arrival here that he 
had never felt better in his life. He had in- 
tended to go to Europe, but found that busi- 
ness engagements would prevent. Only to- 
day he spoke of this little disappointment. 

Immediately after the announcement of 
the death of Judge Breckinridge the assem- 
bly adjourned. 


Judge Breckenridge had taken a prominent 
part in the Presbyterian Convention at De- 
troit, Mich., and in all works for advancing 
Presbyterianism in this country. Death 


found him engaged in an effort in which it 
might often have come to cut short his 
career. 

He was very active in the work of the con- 
vention and filled an important place on the 
committee to which the serious and threaten- 
ing disputes of the session were referred. 
Samuel M. Breckinridge was a member of

An Address by the Man Who Suppressed 
the Mafia in New Orieans—He Com- 
pliments St. Louis on Her Progrese— 
Mayor Noonan Makes a Characteristic 
Speech in Reply. 


At 10’clock this afternoon Mayor Joseph A. 
Shakespeare of New Orleans, accompanied 
by the ladies and gentlemen of his party, 
visited the Merchants’ Exchange on the invi- 
tation of President Marcus Bernheimer, The 
party had previously been escorted in 
carriages to the parks and other points of 
interest. They were met in the directors 
room by President Bernheimer, many gentie- 
men connected with the Exchange, and 
Mayor Noonan. Mayor Shakespeare met 
many old friends, and was the recipient of 
hearty compliments on all sides for his course 
in the Mafia prosecution, and the lynching at 
the Parish Prison. All present courteously 
removed their hats in the presence of the 
ladies and remained uncovered, with the ex- 
ception of Mayor Noonan, who was con- 
spicuous because of the fact that he alone 
wore a rather battered head-covering during 
the conversation. After spending some 
time in the directors’ room, 
Mayor Shakespeare was escorted 
to the floor by the President, other members 
of the Exchanges-conducted the ladies of the 
party and the gentlemen from New Orleans, 
and the Mayor of St. Louis brought up the

trading, and Mayor Shakespeare held an im-

trum, Noonan accompanying Miss Shakes- 

peare. 

MAYOR (SHAKESPEARE’S SPEECH. 

Mayor Shakespeare was introduced by 
President Bernheimerin a few well-chosen 
words. In addressing the members of the Ex- 
change Mayor Shakespeare said: ‘‘This is 
the first visit that Ihave ever paid to this 
city, and although I was lead to expect a 
great deal 1 confess that I am amazed at 
your city. I thoroughly believe that 
it will become the great city of the West- 
ern Hemisphere. I drove for miles between 
lines of handsome buildings, and your streets 
are the finest that Ihaveeverseen. Before 
I came here I wasafraid that there was a 
good deal of the old creole spirit, the spirit 
that objects to doing anything that has not 
been done before, but there is in this ener- 
geticand enterprising metropolis nothing of 
it to be found. You people of St. Louis 
are very fortunately situated. You have no 
debt to speak of, while we of New Orleans 
are paying $1,000,000 a year for obligations 
contracted in antebellum days. But we are 
paying them, because we are a debt-paying 
city in a debt-paying State. The Denver 
congress, from which I have just returned, 
did much to unite the States along the Mis- 
sissippi from mne mouth to the source of that 
river, and we hope that the levees can now 
be taken good care of. Louisiana can be 
proud of what she has done this year, as the 
breaks have not amounted to one mile in 
ninety. Ithank you, gentlemen, for your at- 
tention and for the hospitality with which 
we have been received.’’ 

NOONAN’S REMARKABLE ADDRESS. 

President Bernheimer then introduced a 
man whom he said needed no introduction, 
for he knew all present and all knew him. 
Mayor Noonan then stepped to 
the front, ‘‘Within the last half 
hour, he said, 1 have done something 
that I never did before, and I have done 
most things in my life, I entered into the 
spirit of the grain pit. I belleve it has no 
more bottom than the bottomless pit men- 
tioned in the Bible. If Iwin Mayor Shake - 
peare’s daughter will hear from me, 
if I lose she will hear nothing. 
Gentlemen, I have been a lawyer for twenty 
years, was educated in the best law school in 
the world, but I know that sometimes the 
law don’t work, and Shakespeare knows it, 
too.

The result is 
that the West and East, which are united in 
interest, co-operated more effectually than 
they ever did before. One fact 
was most pleasing to the entire New Orleans 
delegation, I refer to the hearty welcome ac- 
corded Mayor Shakespeare.

MANUFACTURING GLOBES, 


A Description of How Geographical 
_Spheres Are Constructed. 


The first process is to cover the model with 
a thick layer of pasteboard in a moist state. 


When it is dry a sharp knife is passed around 
it so as to separate the pasteboard into 
two hemispherical shelis, which are then 
taken off the mode! and united at tHe cut 
edges with glue. The hollow sphere thus

The next thing is to cover it with a coating 
of white enamel about one-eighth of an inch 
in thickness, When this is done the ball is 
turned into rfect roundness with a ma- 
chine. The iron rod running through the 
center of the original model and projectin 
at both ends through the surface has le 
holes inthe new globe which serve forthe 
north and south poles,and through these a 
motel axis is run to represent the axis of the 


Then the surface is marked off with pencil 
lines into mathematical segments, corre- 
N in shape with the sections 
of map that are to be geese on, continues 
the Boston Transcript. hese map sections 
are made from copper plates in the sizes 
and shapes required to nt the globe they are 
made for, one set, of course, covering the en- 
tire surface of a sphere. They are printed, 
many of them, like dress patterns, on sheets 
of the finest linen paper, and are cut out 
carefully with a sharp- pointed knife.

Agrand race course inclosed with glass 
where races will be run every day in the year 
onthe plan of the Guttenburg horse rages 
is a project just now engaging the attention 
of several large property owners and de- 
votees of the turf who are growing very en- 
thusiastie over the bright prospects for 
carrying the enterprise into practical 
operation. Itisa well-known fact that the 
Guttenburg races pay immense dividends 
upon the capital stock of that corporation, 
and itis the prospectof gain which has al- 
ready stimulated a great deal of interest 
among horsemen in the new undertaking.

Kirkwood and another striker 
refused to allow him to leave the 0 
pulling at the ladder every time he essayed to 
descend, and announcing that they intended 
keeping him on the roof all night if he did 
not join the union. Humble wanted a war- 
rant against the men, but was told by Mr. 
Estep that the offense did not strictly come 
under any criminal statute, and advised him 
to either summon them into the Police Court 
on a charge of disturbing the peace or go be- 
fore a Justice and put them under bonds.

THE CAHENSLY MEMORIAL. 
The tendency of Europeans to find fault 
with the American way of doing things 
includes church affairs as well as secular 
government. But it is not likely to revolu- 
tionize anything in this country. : 
American Catholics are not prepared to ad 
mit that the administration of their church 
affairs by their own archbishops and bish- 
ops has been wanting in zeal and efficien- 
cy, or so faulty, unwise and unsuccessful 
that its reformation can only be effected by 
a movement of foreign Catholic societies, 
backed by the influence of foreign govern- 
ments, and appealing to the Pope to im- 
pose on the church here a policy more in 
accordance with the ideas of Prussian, 
Italian or other foreign Catholics who have 
never visited this country and never ex- 
pect to lite here. 

Such seems to be the scope and drift of 
the memorial of the European Catholic 
Emigration Societies presented to the Pope 
by Herr CAHENSLY with the approval of 
several European Governments. If they 
are dissatisfied with the wonderful prog- 
ress of the church in the United States, 
the Pope is certainly aware of the fact that 
it has made no such progress in any 
European country, and it is not probable 
that he will take counsel from them rather 
than from those whose counsels have pro- 
duced such grand results. 

His Holiness will be slow to believe that 
the church authorities in this country 
have overlooked the importance of pro- 
viding immigrants with priests of their 
own race and language as far as possible; 
that is to say, with the pastors best quali- 
fied to teach them and keep them in the 
fold. On the question of carrying this ob- 
vious policy to the extent of making the 
church’s work a means of maintaining 
and perpetuating divisions in church and 
State founded on differences of race and 
language, he will probably conclude that 
the policy which has hitherto yielded re- 
sults so satisfactory to American Catholics 
and to the head of the church, ought to be 
equally satisfactory to good Catholics 


every where. 
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MACHINE ROTTENNESS AND RUIN. 

The commingling of politics with busi- 
ness and of business with politics in the 
administration of public trusts, especially 
where political machines capture munici- 
pal governments, is yielding an excep- 
tionally large harvest of disastrous and 
disgraceful results in the case of the Key- 
stone Bank and Philadelphia’s defaulting 
Treasurer. 

The $1,500,000 of missing State and city 
money has not yet been traced to its 
present holder and probably never will be, 
but the sureties on BARDSLEY’s official 
bond of $120,000 promptly offered to pay 
that amount as soon asdemanded. The in- 
vestigators, sofar, have discovered only 
the fact that BARDSLEY, the defaulter, was a 
heavy plunger in stocks based on or liable 
to be affected by municipal ‘‘pulls;’’ that 
political influence prevented the Auditor- 
General from compelling him to pay over 
State taxes according to law; that he was 
permitted to hold back large amounts in a 
way favorable to the use of the current 
year’s collections in settling last year’s 
accounts, and that thus he was assisted in 
keeping deficits and other unlawful things 
well hidden, while ‘the insolvency of the 
banks was kept concealed by the same in- 
fluence. 

The spirit of machine politics shines 
through it all, and even yet there are two 
partisan bodies, the Coyncils and the City 
Commissioners, trying to favor further 
concealment by asserti their right to 
appoint BARDSLEY’s successor under old 
statutes antedating the present con- 
stitution of the State. In ac- 
cordance with that constitution and 
explicit statutes trarfferring the ap- 
pointment to the State Executive, the 
Governor has also appointed a man, and 
the Treasury muddle is further compli- 
cated by a legal contest as to which of 
three claimants shall hold the office. If 
the experience of 1890 and 1891 does not 
make all Pennsylvanians, and especially 
Philadelphia Republicans, sick of political 
machines in public affairs, they must take 
a strange delight in being victimized by 
boodlers.

ELECTED OFFICERS. 


Railway Accountants Chose Cushman 
Quarrier as President.

CHICAGO SELECTED AS THE PLACE FOR 
HOLDING THE NEXT CONVENTION. 


D. A. Waterworth Elected First Vice-Pres- 
ident, Chauncey Kelsey of the Alton 
Second Vice-President and OC. G. Phil- 
lips Secretary—An Interesting Discus- 
sion on the Subject of Excess Baggage. 


The convention of the Association of Amer- 
ican Railway Accountants reconvened at 
9:30 this morning in the Southern Hotel par- 
lors and at II o’clock the voting for officers 
was begun, there being no nominating 
speeches according to the by-laws. The 
principal contest wasover memberships of 
the Executive Committee, Cushman 
Quarrier of Louisville, Ky., being 
elected President; D. 4A. Water- 


man, Detroit, Mich., First Vice-President ; | 


Chauncey Kelsey. of Qhicago, Second Vice- 
President; C. G. Phillips of Chicago, Secre- 
tary. The gentlemen elected each made a 
short speech, and a general hand- 
shaking was indulged in. It was some- 
what of a surprise to some that Mr. 
Kelsey was elected, and he was surprised 
himself. The reason for believing that he 
would be defeated is because of his connec- 
tion with the Alton, which just now is not 
exceedingly popular with the generality of 
the Eastern roads. But his election occurred 
on the third ballot, the announcement being 
greeted with loud applause. 
CUSHMAN QUARRIER PRESIDENT. 

Cushman Quarrier is the good-looking 
Comptroller of the Louisville & Nashville, 
with headquarters at Louisville, Ky. He has 
been with that company for the past thirty- 
two years, having risen from a 
clerkship in the accounting depart- 
mont to his present lucrative position, and is 
considered one of the leading railroad men 
of the South. At the second convention of 
the association at Niagara Falls he was 
elected Second Vice-President, and at the 
Cape May meeting he was chosen to the 
position of First Vice-President, and is now 
advanced to the position of President. His 
popularity was shown by the comparative 
unanimousness of the vote by which he was 
re-elected. 

Mr. Quarrier was chosen on the first ballot, 
and on motion his election made unanimous. 
D. A. WATERMAN FIRST VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The choice for First Vice-President was D. 
A. Waterman of the Michigan Central, head- 
quarters at Detroit. Mr. Waterman 
has spent thirty years of his 
life in railroad service, having 
begun in 1852, but was out of the business 
some seven years since that time. His first 
engagement was with the old Michigan 
Southern & Northern Indiana, followed 
by the Wabash, Missouri, Kansas & Texas, St. 
Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern, from 
whose employ he went to the Detroit & Bay 
City, taking the position of Auditor of that 
road on Dec. 1, 18%. Two years ago 
he was elected to a membership on 
the Executive Committee of the 48 
sociation and one year ago was 
chosen Second Vice-President, and by to- 
day’s action he goes one notch higher. 
There is no more worthily populargentleman 
in the association, and his election was a true 
expression of regard for him. 

CHAUNCEY KELSEY, SECOND VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The Second Vice-President, Chauncey Kel- 
sey, is at present auditor of the Chicago & 
Alton, with which road he has been in same 
position for the past eleven years, 
his appointment occurring in August, 
1880. In the year 1863, he entered 
railroad service in the freight department of 
what is now the Big Four, being appointed 
accountant of Columbus & Indiana Central 
in 1865, afterwards serving the same road 
as traveling auditor. In May, 1872, he 
accepted the positionof auditorofthe In- 
diana polis, Bloomington & Western, assum- 
ing his present position eight years after- 
ward. Last year he served asa member of 
the Executive Committee of the associa- 
tion, and it was through his 
work in this position that he was elected to 
the second vice - presidency, he saying in his 
address teat he had not expected to de 
elected, because his road was boycotted. It 
required three ballots to elect Mr. Kelsey. 

SECRETARY PHILLIPS RE-ELECTED. 

C. G. Phillips, the gentlemanly Secretary 
of the association since its organization, was 
rechosen by acclamation, the President being 
instructed to cast the unanimous vote 
for his re-election, He is secretary 
to one of the vice-presidents of 
the Chicago & Northwestern, which position 
he has held for the past seven years. For the 
past three years, ever since organization, he 
has been Secretary of the association, and 
has filled ‘the position to the entire 
satisfaction of those interested, and 
received a high compliment in being re- 
elected without opposition and in such a 
unanimous manner, he being placed in nomi 
nation by D. A. Waterman, the speaker’s re- 
quest for unanimous action be granted. 

THE NEW EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

There were four members of the Executive 
Committee to be elected, the fourth ballot 
concluding the election. President Quarrier 
announcing the result as follows: 

G. W. Booth, Auditor of Revenue of the Bal - 
timore & Ohio, with headquarters at Balti - 
more, Md., was elected on the first ballot. 

M. Blerhenack, Assistant Comptroller of the 
Pennsylvania, with office at Philadelphia;

Francisco, were elected on the second ballot. 

Carlton Hillyer of Augusta, Ga., Auditor of 
the Georgia Railroad, was the ‘fourth mem- 
ber chosen, completing the election. It was 
after 1 when this was completed, Dut it was 
decided to choose the place to hold the next 
meeting and adjourn sine die.

This committee, which is considered as 
highly important, will probably be an- 
nounced before the President-elect leaves the 
city, and by an understanding had in passing 
the resolutions, it must be composed of 
gentlemen whoare not already assigned to 
committee duty, this being considered neces- 
sary because of the extensiveness of the 
work they are expected to accomplish. 

EXCESS BAGGAGE. 

The report of the Passenger Committee, W. 
Randall, Chairman, of the Burlington & Mis 
souri River Road, was submitted late yester 
day afternoon, and caused considerable de- 
bate. The most important feature of this 
report was that in relation to excess bag 
gage, F. P. Waldo of Detroit, Mich., main- 
taining that the express companies were 
shipping trunks cheaper and calling 
for and delivering them at both 
ends of the trip, than the company would 
handle the same from depot to depot. There 
was no one on the floor who would deny that 
the express companies were getting the 
greater share of the business in this line, and 
that some means should beadopted to save 
the business to the railroad companies, 
through the general baggagemasters and 
ticket agents. . Resolutions were finally 
adopted reciting that all unlimited tickets 
should be allowed the highest amount of 
baggage given to the costliest unlimited 
tickets, and that limited tickets should be 
allowed as much baggage as is now given to 
the cheapest unlimited ticket. The resolu- 
tion also recites the fact that the terminal, 
or last road, to carry excess baggage shall 
make the collections and pro-ratements. 

Although the matter was not touched upon 
in convention, there was some talk concern- 
ing a uniform system of checking baggage. 
In some cities, notably Chicago, the traveler 
must look to the re-checking of his baggage 
at the depot, while in St, Louis the transfer 
companies do this work at the residence. 

DECIDE ON UNIFORM TICKETS. 

The report of the Committees of Confer- 
ence was acted upon asa whole, and the en- 
tire work of the gentlemen approved. Their 
report was in relation to uniform coupon 
tickets and prepaid orders. Upon motion 
the following resolution was unanimously 
adopted: 

Resolved, Upon consideration of the committee 
report that their action on the subject of numbers 
on the face and back of coupon tickets, and uniform 
methods of handling same, hereby receive the in- 
dorsement of this association; and the plans de- 
signa recommended for adoption by all 


The several members of the Freight Com- 
mittee became very wrathy, while explain- 
ing work they had done in connection with 
investigating the ‘‘Campbell plan of junc- 
tion settlements. G. N. Smith of the Kan - 
sas City & Fort Scott said that he went to 
New York and was invited to sit in Mr. 
Campbell’s private office. ‘‘Gooa cigars 
were furnished,’’ said he, ‘‘and we enjoyed 
Mr, Campbell’s talk, but he refused to show 
us the workings of his boasted system. O. 
H. Webb of the Lehigh Valley was also rather 
warm in relation to the treatment received 
by the committee on their visit and cor- 
roborated the statements made by Mr. Wil- 
son. G. W. Booth, Chairman of the commit- 
tee, spoke in the same strain, and the report 
of the committee saying that the system did 
not amount to much was indorsed by a vote 
of the convention. 

The invitation from Maj. C. C. Rainwater

OFFICER DIXON’S INFLUENCE. 


He Is Charged With Accepting $50 to Get 
a Man on the Force. 


In addition to being disciplined by the 
Board of Police Commissioners, Officer John 
D. Dixon is likely to find himself defendant 
in an action under the felony statute, appli- 
cation having been made atthe Four Courts 
to-day for a warrant charging him with 
fraud. 

Officer Dixon attained considerable noto- 
riety yesterday morning through a personal 
encounter which he had with Sergt. Shore 
at the corner of Broadway and O' Fallon 
street, It seems that Sergt. Shore 
had reported the o r for neglect of duty in 
remaining for moré than an hour in a saloon 
on his beat, and had been ordered by Capt. 
Joyce, commanding the Third District, to 
send Dixon tothe station. Sergt. Shore did 
as directed and was answered by Dixon 
with a volley of oaths. The Sergeant 
attempted to take charge of the man and was 
struck in the face, He then drew his re- 
volver, but was prevented from shooting the 
insubordinate officer by a couple of citizens 
who were witnesses to the encounter. Dixon 
then went to the station and 
was at once suspended by 
Capt. Joyce, who, on Sergt. Shore’s com- 
plaint, preferred charges against the officer 
and cited him to answer before the Board of 
Police Commissioners for insubordination 
and neglect of duty.

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CHURCH REMOVALS. 


An Interesting Question Comes Up Be- 
fore. the Episcopal Convention. 
. a 


Sr. GEORGE’S CHURCH CONTROVERSY 
FURNISHES THE OCCASION FOR IT. 


Matter Failg to Agree—A Majority of 
the Opinion That the Authority to Act 
Rested in the Bishop—Registrar and 
Librarian Appointed. 


The third day ofthe Episcopal Convention 
of the Missouri Diocese, being held m Christ 
Church Cathedral, Thirteenth and Locust, 
opened with a feeling on the part of the dele- 
gates that the work allotted for the morn- 
ing’s session wasto be of great importance. 
The controversy existing in St. George's 
Church in this city has been thecause of 
bringing up a subject for legislation at the 
convention never before discussed in the 
meetings of the diocesan delegates. 

The matter is referred to as Canon 10, re- 
lating to the power ofthe bishop of the di- 
ocese and standing committee with regard 
to the removal of churches and holding of 
church property. The cannon sets forth that 
no church shall be built within 500 
yards of another church. The  cus- 
fom in the Episcopal Church has 
heretofore been that a church proposing to 
remove and purchasing a lot, but not being 
able to build immediately, is allowed certain 
time in which to build. Within that time no 
other church can build within the prescribed 
500 yards of the lot purchased. For instance, 
St. Peter's on Grand avenue near Olive owns 
a lot at Westminster place and Sarah street, 
and has two years tn which to build. 

ST. GEORGE’S CONTROVERSY. 

Now St. George's Church, at Beaumont 
and Ohestnut streets, which was burned 
down, has purchased a lot ig the West End. 
A portion of the congregation does not wish 
to have the church removed but wishes to 
have the old church repaired. Much bitter 
feeling has been engendered between the 
pastor, Dr. Holland, andthe dissenting fac 
tion of the congregation. The present 
situation is that the parish holds two 
lots and the prospects of building on either 
are indefinite, as both sides have had re- 
course to legal advise, and the matter may 
be the subject of lengthy litigation. 

Now the question has been brought up—just 
by whom it does not appear, though it is be- 
lieved by the friends of Dr. Holland—shoulkd 
not a specified time be designated in 
which the site of a church removing should 
be sold, after it had purchased another lot. 
Bishop Tuttle holds that the authority vested 
in himself, and the Handing Committee, 
which constitutes the executive head, does 
not allow them to pass upon this matter, and 
he therefore threw the matter before the 
convention to be legislated upon. 

A Committee was appointed to consider the 
matter, and made a report at yesterday 
afternoon’s session, or rather made two re- 
ports. A majority of the committee were of 
the opinion that there was no restriction on 
the authority of the bishop, and the re- 
mainder submitted a reverse report. It was 
then decided to bring the matter up before 
the convention at large at this morning’s 
session for general discussion, 

WHAT BISHOP TUTTLE SAYS. 

Bishop Tuttle was seen before the meeting 
convened by a Post-DISPATCH reporter, and 
asked if the St. George’s controversy had not 
been the cause of havingthe church removal 
canon brought up for revision? 

Well, hardly that, said Bishop Tuttle. 
It perhaps afforded the occasion. The canon 
says that a church shall not be built within 
500 yards of any other church. I hold that 
my authority and that of the standing 
committee ends with the enforcing of 
the canon. If itis the intention to grant 
greater powers to us there will have to be 
further legislation. I, therefore, decided to 
throw the matter before the convention.

only what I have heard and seen in the pa- 
pers, I have received no official information. 
I have not spoken toany of the parties and 
no complaints have been made to me. I shall 
not investigate the matter unless I am om.

THE MINERAL WOOL WORKS. 

Mr. Frank Hunlesh, one of the managers of 
the Standard Mineral Wool Works, denies the 
story thatthe mineral wool manufactory is 
to suspend operations. In conversation with 
a PostT-DISPATCH reporter this morning, Mr. 
Hunlesh said: There were four gentlemen 
connected with the manufactory, namely, A. 
Kilpatrick, B. Lowenstein, C. H. Hubbell and 
myself. Mr. Kilpatrick and I are the finan- 
cial backing of the rm. Alex. Kilpatrick and 
F. J. Hunlesh, proprietors. We have not as 
yet been incorporated. In yesterday’s issue 
of the Post-DisPaTcH Mr. Hubbell is cited as 
having stated that Mr. Kilpatrick and I made 
a verbal contract with him, which we failed 
to live up to, and further he is said to 
be the one who got out the patent of making 
the wool out of coke, limestone and granite. 
Now both of these are wrong. Mr. Hubbell 
came to me and said, this was three or four 
months ago, that he could make wool out of 
rock. It was then that I suggested that we 
make it out of granite. Our first attempt did 
not prove successful, but the second trial 
did. About that contract the story is this: 
When we applied for a patent, which was 
only granted yesterday, it was divided 
equally amongthe four of us. Mr. Hubbell 
was entitled to one-fourth of the patent 
right. It was then thatI offered him a job 
as manager at $100 a month and one- 
fourth interest inthe profitsof the concern 
after deducting our running expenses. But 
before making the agreement he was to as- 
sign his interest in the patent to the company 
as was proposed by all, so as to keep it into 
the ‘*family,’’ making all parties equal. To 
my surprise he would not consent to do 
this, but wanted to work under a salary. 
Iobjected to this and informed him right 
then and there that if he could not accept my 
proposition that he was not wanted. Shortly 
after that I learned that he attempt- 
ed to sell his interest in the 
patent for a few hundred dollars.

ATLANTIC RACING YEARS AGO. 


How the Cunards and the Inmans Strug 
led for Supremacy. 

The popular interest that is taken in trans- 

atianticiracing nowadays is not in any degree 


less than it was thirty years ago, when the 


paddlewheel gave way to the screw, and 


when several new lines became oe ay tee 
for ocean laurels. Nearly everybody has for- 
gotten jthose days, but not so Thomas 
Schaverjng, who was ap engineer on several 
of the transatlantic liners fore the war 

and wh® recalls the ships of that period 
with gre@at distinctness. eis retired now, 
but his @id instincts draw him down to the 
water front every clear day, and there, 
surveying the City of New Tork, a Times re- 
porter met him recently. 

It was in 1860 or 1861,’’ he said, that the 
ocean rgces began. Before those days the 
Ounard Line hadeverything its own way; but 
just the a stiff competitor appeared in the 
Inman Ijne. The Cunard Co. then boasted a 
very remarkable vessel—the Scotia—a paddle- 
wheeler built and engined by Napier. and pos- 
sessed of great speed. Her tonnage was some- 
thing near 4,000 and her length 380 feet. She 
had a sef of side-lever engines, with cylinders 
100 inches in diameter and a 12-foot stroke. 
They were capable of developing 4,750 horse 
power. The paddlewheels were 40 feet in di- 
ameter, and many’sthetime I’ve seen her 
make 13 Rnotsan hour on 160 tons of coal. 
The greatest day of the Scotia’s life was when 
she crossed from New York to Liverpool in 8 
days and 22 hours, breaking the record. It 
was thought then that she was the ideal of 
marine architecture. 

In the very next year, however, the 
Cunard Line came out with two screw 
steamers, the China and then the Cuba. They 
were novelties intheir way, and their en- 
gines, which were of the oscillating, geared, 
surface-condensing type, quite surprised the 
ola hands in the business. 

**Meanwhile the Inmans were not idle, and 
soon after the appearance of the Cuba they 
launched the City of Bristol, the City of Lim- 
erick and the City of Cork, vessels of about 
2,700 tons, equipped far more handsomely 
than any of their rivals. The evolutionary 
process was going on very rapidly then and 
each addition to the new fleet was eagerly 
examined and widely commented upon. The 
Inmans increased their prestige in 1865 by 
three new additions, the City of Paris, the 
City of Brussels and the City of New York. 
The first named was of about 7,000 tons, being 
two-thirds the size of the present ship of that 
name. 

With these handsome vessels striving to 
carry the Inman colors to the front, and with 
the Scotia and the China maintaining with 
equal vigor the prestige of the Cunards, there 
were many exciting contests. The news- 
popes of the day were full of ocean racing. 

have in my scrap-book a description of a 
celebrated race in 1866 between the City of 
New York and the China, from Queenstown 
to New York, in which the latter vessel won 
in 8 days and 16 hours. In the same year the 
Scotia dowered the record tos days 15 hours 
and 45 minutes, and then the China, from 
Boston to Queenstown, made the 
passage ins days 14 hours and 50 minutes. 
The greatest race of that year took place be- 
tween the Scotia and the City of Paris from 
this city to Queenstown. It wasa case of 
paddiewheels against screws, the old pitted 
againstthe new. Popular interest in ocean 
racing reached a climax at thattime. The 
Scotia, with her forty-foot paddle-wheels, 
won the race in 8 days7 hours and 10 minutes 
while her rival's time was 8 days 16 hours an 
40 minutes. Subsequently the Scotia went 
into the cable-laying business and I have 
never heard of her since. 

All the records were beaten in 1867 by the 
Russia, a new and wonderful vessel, over 350 
feet long, built by the Cunards. She could 
steam at thirteen knots on ninety tons of 
coal, and in this respect she was then thought 
to be the most economical vessel afloat. But 
the Inmans would not yield the palm to her 
and soon their City of Paris came out, with 
Improved engines and finer lines, making the 
passage from Roche’s Point to Sandy Hook in 
eight days and four hours. This was the best 
record up to 1870, when a great many new 
vessels and several new companies appeared 
in the fleld. One of these ships was the Clty 
of Berlin of the Inman Line, the largest ves- 
sel in the transatlantic trade. She was 520 
feet long, and her engines, which were of the 
compound direct-acting type, had the enor. 
mously long stroke of seventy-eight inches. 

The White Star Line then gan to put 
some splendid ships intothe water, and Ee 
record gradually went down, as every body 
knows. It has been a pretty struggle for 
supremacy ever since thé old days, but 
there’s no more fun init now than then, and 
the public does not watch the performances 
of their favorites with any greater enthusi- 
asm. I'll wager that the old eight-day-and- 
four-hour record of the City of Paris excited 
as much interest them as does the work of her 
namesake of to-day.’’

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WHIST PLAYING ON TRAINS. 


Commuters Who ‘“Kill’’ Time on Their 
Daily Rides With Cards. 


From the New York Tribune. 

Regular travelers to and from their homes 
in the suburban towns, and some of them far 
beyond the actual boundaries of the suburbs 
of New York City, must observe the rush and 
push of the commuters who get on the rau - 
road trains at the various stations, each with 
a set purpose of passing the interval of time 


in what he considers the most profitable way. 
Some will make a rush for a full seat in the 
regular coaches, and if another person, espe- 
clally an Italian woman with a babe and 
three or four bundles in her lap, drops in the 
seat beside him, his brow will roll itself into 
deep corrugations. These men will employ 
themselves reading the morning newspa- 
per, and perhaps afew will sit and simply 
ook vacantor drop offinto anap. Others 
will make a dive for the smoking-car or the 
baggage-car, and it may be at once concluded 
that they have no intention of reading or 
conversing with their neighbors, but are 
bent on whist-playing. a custom that has 
become general and is likely to become uni- 


versal. 

t corporations who provide tran- 
V ion for the commuters to and from 
their various employments inthe metropolis 
have come to understand that it is demanded 
of them that they furnish facilities for recre- 
ation during the fifteen, twenty or fifty miles 
of travel each day, and this recreation is 
card-playing. But itis rare, indeed, that a 
game is played forastake, great or small; 
and should this be done openly s0 as 
to come to the knowledge of the rail- 
road it would de stopped at once 
by the officers. Hence, card-playing 
on the railroad trains is, asa rule, an inno- 
cent pastime. Thecommuter who indulges 
ina game of cards each morning and each 
afternoon has no desire to question the pre- 
eminence of wickedness of any of his fellow- 
creatures, and is willing to atone for his own 
‘*sinfulness’’ by a frank and confession. 
In fact, the practice of — seem: foe with 
these fellow-travelers is so innocent that no 
individual player feels it necessary to clothe 
himself at once with the full measure of guilt 
as he would put on a ready-made garment. 

An incidental observer of these card play- 
ing commuters might conclude that there are 
three different des, forced upon them by 
their financial circumstances. et this mat- 
ter of finances is not what governs, for the 
man who can afford to pay $60 or $100 a year 
for his annualcommutation to and from his 
country home can hardly be said to be a vic- 
tim of poverty. The smoking cars, and there 
are two on most of the trains, are fitted with 
small tables, and the struggle to be first 
in the seats as the train draws up 
to the station suggests anything else than 
sober-minded and dignified men. Other 
groups will rush forthe baggage-car, where 
will be found lapboards and campchairs 
provided and cared for by the baggage- 
master, to whom each quartet gives a cum 
shaw’’ of a dollar a week for this courteous 
duty. And the baggage-master is careful to 
see that none other than the regular players 
have the use of these boards and chairs. 

But some demand or seek more exclusive 
and luxurious privileges by having a car 
solely to themselves. For instance, there are 
about thirty ofthe commuters on the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad from 
Stamford to New York who pay for and enjoy 
the luxury of a special car, and for whic 
each commuter pays the company $50 a year 
in addition tothe regular fare. This car is 
attached to the train which leaves Stam- 
ford at 7:45 o’clock each morning ganged J at 
the Grand Central Station at 8:50 o’clock 
and returns at 5:02 o’clock in the afternoon. 
It is completely furnished with tables, seats, 
cards, washstands, towels, soap, etc., thus 
giving every requisite desired. And no per- 
son other than the members of this whist 
club, except upon invitation of one of the 
members, is permitted toride in thecar, no 
matter how many passengers there may be 
on the train. Itis, for the time being, the 
personal property of the players. 


RAINFALL AND TEMPERATURE, 


Population inthe United States Densest 
With Moderate Rainfall. 


From the Pittsburg Chronicle-Telegraph. 

The Census Bureau has ascertained that the 
main body of the population of the country 
inhabits the region in which the annual rain- 
fall is between 30 and 60 inches, three-fourths 
of the inhabitants or thereabouts being found 
there. On either side,as the rainfall increases 


or diminishes, the population diminishes rap- 
idly. The arid region of the West, where the 
rainfall is less than 20 inches—a region which 
comprises two-fifths of the entire area of the 
country—contains at present less than 8 per 
cent of the population. 

The greatest density of population is in the 
area enjoying from forty to fifty inches of 
annual rainfall, the average of this region 
being fifty-nine inhabitants to the square 
mile. 

The most favorable conditions of human 
life would seem to exist where it is neither 
too wet nor too dry; and we have had an U- 
lustration of this lately in the large increase 
ofthe death rate from diseases induced or 
fostered by excessively wet weather. 

The Census Bureau also investigated the 

stribution of population with reference to 
the mean annual temperature.

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A GREAT PEERESS WITHOUT A HOME. 


Her Husband Was Earl Granville and Her 
Father the Campbell of Islay. 


The personal affairs of thelate Earl Gran- 
ville appear to be in worse condition than 
was anticipated. His widow and family are 
left absolutely without a house. He died at 
the residence of his brother, Frederick 
Leveson Gower, and when the new appoint- 


ment of warden of the pages ports is 
made Lady Granville will, of course, be 
obliged to leave Walmer’ Castle, which 
has been their recent home. He had 
no house at Stone-in-Staffordshire, 
where he was buried, and where most of his 
property lies. Ashe was an extensive coal 
owner and the collapse of the estate is main- 
ly due to the at decline which of late years 
has taken 1 in the collieries and iron 
business of that part of England, much sym- 
pathy is felt for Lady Granville, the more so 
that in her early youth her life was clouded 
in the same way by the ruin of the great 

roperty ofher father, Campbell of Islay. 

e was the head of one of the most influen- 
tial branches of the great Scottish house, 
and so vast were his territories that he was 
known in Scotland as the Prince of 
Islay. On a visit made by the Queen 
to his ancestral home he received 
her majesty tn feudal state at the head ofa 
hundred gentlemen of his clan, all wearing 
the Campbell tartan, and indeed he scarcely 
gave precedence in local dignity and impor- 
tanceto the Macallum ore himself, the 
Duke of Argyle. He lived also in great splen- 
dor in London, and was one of the most fash- 
ionable and charming men of: his time. But 
so utterly regardless was he of the most or- 
dinary rules of economy that his patrimony 
was one day discovered to have vanished. He 
died, and his daughters lived for some time 
ontheir Highland property on an income 
$1,500a year. Hisson,a most accomplished 
man, was the author ofa rare and very valu- 
ble book on the traditions and superstitions 
of the Gaelic Highlanders, the most authen- 
— ea ce extant of Gaelic fables and nar- 
ratives.

to Ses a Black Villain Punished Meet 
With Success—Other Pleas Entered— 
Mary Millwrights’ Case Dismissed— 
Deserted His Wife. 


Henry Murphy, a brutal looking black man, 
pleaded guilty to the charge of attempted 
criminal assault when arraigned in the Crim- 
inal Court this morning, and was sentenced 
to serve a term of eight years in the peniten 
tiary. The citizens of Gratiot Station and 
Ellendale can thus congratulate themselves 
on the successful issue of the prosecution 
which they so ardently pushed. 

The case isone of the most sensational in 
the history of St. Louis suburbs. Miss Lillie 
Batley was the daughter of a highly respected 
mechanic living at Ellendale, and was em- 
ployed asa domestie in the family of Anton 
Nagel at Gratiot Station. On the evening of 
Jan. B, between the hours of 5 and 6 
o’clock, the young lady was on her way from 
Gratiot Station to visit her parents and 
had started to walk down the road to the 
tracks. When on an unfrequented stretch of 
unimproved ground she heard footsteps ap- 
proaching from behind and quickened her 
pace. Her pursuer was going at a rapid gait 
and soon passed her. In the gray light of the 
evening she was enabled to see that it was 
a negro. At that moment the miscreant drew 
from under his coata short, stout club and 
struck her a fearful blow on the head, felling 
her to the ground. 

Divining the brute’s intentions Miss Bailey 
quickly regained ber feet and dashed 
up the road with the negro in 
hot pursuit. Her screams attracted 
the attention of two men who were in a field 
some distance away, and on their approach 
the negro took to the timber. Miss Bailey 
was bleeding from the wound on her head 
and almost frantic with fear but managed to 
give a description of her assailant and then 
fainted dead away. She was carried 
into a neighboring residence while the alarm 
was sounded and the citizens summoned. A 
mob of forty or fifty determined men was 
soon formed and the search commenced. 
The fleeing negro was locatedina neighbor- 
ing patch of timber and chased for almost 
two miles through the woods. He finally 
succeeded in throwing his pursuers off his 
trail and disappeared. Had the man been 
caught at the time, his life would certainly 
have paid the penalty of his infamous crime. 

It was almosttwo hours before the negro 
was located. He was found in his room 
at the residence of George Vail, 
brother of Chas. F. Vail, at whose place near 
Gratiot Station he was employed. He gave 
his name as Henry Murphy, and when taken 
into the presence of his victim was identified 
on the instant. Sergt. Keeble and Officers 
Kennedy and Walsh of the Fifth Dis- 
trict took the prisoner in charge.

' PASQUALINA ROBERTIELLO FREE. 


The Slayer of Nicolo Pierro Acquitted by 
a Jury. 

NEW Tonk, May 28.—Both sides in the 
Robertiello murder trial finished the argu- 
ments at-noon yesterday and the case went 
to the jury, whothen went out. After being 
out five hours the jury came in with a verdict 
of not guilty. The big crowd in the court- 
room cheered lustily at the announcement of 
the verdict, and everyone wanted to shake 
hands with Pasqualina Robetiello. 


The crime for which the fair defendant has 
been on trial for six days was the killing of 
her lover and betrayer on March 2 last. 
Nicolo Pierro, young, stalwart and good 
looking, stood on the steps of No. 156 Mott 
street nearly a year ago, breathing vows of 
deathless affection in the little ear of rosy- 
cheeked Pasqualina Robertiello. On the 
horny palm of his right hand a five-cham- 
bered 38-caliber revolver lay glittering in the 
full moonlight. 

Take h, he cried. ‘‘Every barrel is 
loaded. If ever I prove false to you, shoot me 
like a dog. I shall deserve it. 

Nicolo’s devotion cooled. Pasqualina’s 
parents grew indignant. The girl was in a 
delicate condition. On Saturday they drove 
her from their doors. The five-chambered 
revolver went pith their daughter. 

When Nicolo’ Pierro came home from his 
work Saturday night, Feb. 28 last, Pasqualina 
met him at the door of his boarding-house, 
No. 145 Sullty street. On her knees she 
begged him to, fulfill his promise and make 
her his wife. He threw the Kneeling girl 
aside and went into the house, after adding 
harsh words to her cup of bitterness. 

All night, all day Sunday and all through 
Sunday night the hungry homeless girl haunt- 
ed Sullivan street, walkingup and down in 
front of No. 145. Her former lover came out 
and returned again. She did not molest him. 
Pasqualina made no disturbance and the 
police did not intefere with her. By the next 
day, Monday, March 2,suffering and exposure 
had made her desperate. Her eager, dark 
eyes had a wild glare about them, and her 
hand clutched the revolver hidden in the 
bosom of her dress, as she glanced furtively 
at the workmen who were starting out li- 
est for a week of labor. a 

It was nearly ? o' clock when Nicolo ap- 
peared. Pasqualina was almost in front of 
the door. He was start led and tried to hurry 
past. She followed him to No. 7 Spring street, 
where he spurned her again. I'll go back 
to Italy rather than marry you!’’ Pierro ex- 
claimed, 

In an instant the revolver was out and the 
girl’s finger was on the trigger. Without 
aiming she fired shot after shot at the shrink- 
ing man. The first bullet grazed the little 
finger of Pierro’s left hand, the second struck 
him in the right side over the eighth rib, the 
third missed him, the fourth struck him in

ANCIENT ISABELLA. 


The Ruins Not Likely to Be Seen at the 
World’s Fair. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 28.—While Ad- 
miral Gerardi was in the West Indies, the 
Secretary of the Navy instructed him to 
cause an examination to be made of the ruins 
of the ancient city of Isabella in San Domingo, 
the first city founded on this hemisphere by 
Europeans. The purpose was to ascertain 
whether the ruins could be transported 
to Chicago for exhibition at the World’s 
Fair. The Enterprise was ordered to 
make the journey and Commander Converse 
has transmitted his report of the examina- 
tion to thé Navy Department. Lieut. C. Cor. 
ses, Surgeon Simons and Cadet Taylor made 
the explorations. 

The report states that for many years Isa- 
bella has been a port of shipment for mahog- 
any and lignum vite woods which grow in 
abundance in the neighborhood. 

No habitations are to be found within a mile and a 
half of the ruins, but the native wood-catters that we 
met verified the statements of the Iplot as to the tra- 
ditignal genuineness of the site which he pointed out. 
On landing we turned to the right and ascended a gen. 
tle slope to a little plain about two acres in area- 
Traditions point to this little plateau asthe site of 
the ancient city, and here were found scattered at 
intervals various small, ill-defined heaps of stones, 
remnants of walls built of small, unhewn stones, 
evidently laid on mortar, pieces of old tiles and .

A Postal Card Poetical Comparison Which 
Is Causing Ita Author Trouble. 
CHICAGO, May 28.—It is nearly a year since 
a postal card bearing the following lines was 
sent from Chicago to New York: 
Edelweiss a Knoblauch wachsen nicht auf einem 
Aber Ungar’ sche er und 
7 Saelsch . Boehmische Diebe 
They mean in English: ‘‘Edelweiss and 
garlic don’t grow on one tree, but Hungarian 
forgers and Bohemian thieves belong to- 
gether.’’ The card was delivered to Joseph 
Kraus, a Bohemian cigar manufacturer. He 
has a book-keeper, Joseph Recht, who is a 
Hungarian. He went before the Federal 
Grand-jury in New York and secured an in- 
dictment against the writer of the postal 
card, Gustav Fuchs, a Chicago cigar broker. 
The charge against him is sending libelous 
and scurrilous matter on a postal card. He 
was arrested at his office and gave bail 
in. the sum of 8500 to appear June 2. 
Fuchs & Kraus were formerly in the cigar 
business at New York. Recht was brought in 
as bookkeeper. Fuchs claims that between 
them he was swindled and a failure ensued. 
Mr. Fuchs suspected crookedness on the part 
of his partner and he issued a pamphlet en- 
titled a History of Fuchs & Kraus, in which 
he exposed the methods of Kraus and Recht.

SI. LOUIS 4 MODEL 


A Boston Delegation to Study Our Mu- 
nicipa) Improvements. 


WHY COUNCILMAN BENSIEK HELD UP 
THE POLICE BILL. 


As Chairman of the Police Committee He 
Has Refused to Report It Unless a 
Former Officer, Discharged for Drunk- 
enness, Was Reappointed — Laborers 
Who Have a Grievance. 


To-morrow morning, fifteen members of the 
City Council of Boston, Mass., will arrive in 
the city and proceed to the Southern Hotel, 
where quarters have been secured for them. 
The object of the visit of this delegation is to 
examine the system of public improvements 
of this city, especially in regard to street 
paving, sewerage and water supply, with the 
object of ascertaining how far the system in 
vogue in Boston can be improved by the 
adoption of some of the plans fol- 
lowed in St. Louis. 8. B. Allington 
of Boston, formerly connected with the 
Street Department, who is stopping at the 
Lindell, said: The trip is nota mere junket- 
ing excursion, as such trips are too likely to 
be, but is undertaken for the purpose of care- 
fully studying some of the municipal improve- 
ments of this city with a view to their adop- 
tion in Boston. That city’s growth has been 
very marked, at least from a New England 
standpoint, during the last few years, and in 
several respects we have outgrown our facil- 
ities. Our water supply is excellent, but the 
means of handling it are less than are re- 
quired for so large a city and it 
will soon be necessary to make extensive 
additions. It is, of course, highly desirable 
that no mistake be made, and in order to 
avoid one the 
to inspect the water-works now in process 
of construction here. 

Sr. LOUIS STREET PAVING. 

Another matter which will be ¢are- 
fully investigated is that of street 
paving. I know something about this my- 
self, ond am aware that no city in the coun- 
try has so successfully solved the problem, 
at least none in which there is a heavy tramc. 
Particular attention will be paid to the wood 
block pavements which have stood wear and 
tear here better than anywhere else. 
Of course comparisons with cities such 
as Washington, where there is little 
or no heavy traffic, give no data of value to 
manufacturing centers, and st. Louis is the 
only place of the latter character where eith- 
er the asphalt or wood pavements have real- 
ly proved satisfactory. Your granite pave- 
went also is beyond anything we have, as it 
is smooth, and yet gives excellent foothold 
for horses. My opinion is that a well con- 
ceived method of laying foundations is the 
secret of the successful solution of the paving 
problem. A close study wili also be made of 
the city’s system of sewers, but after looking 
over the ground Iam inclined to believe that 
little of value can be learned. St. Louis 
could hardly help being the best drained city 
in the country, as the lay of the land, one 
plateau above another, with a great river to 
carry Off the refuse, reduces all sewerage 
problems to their simplest form, as scarcely 
any natural obstacles have to be overcome. 
The City Council of Boston thought that 
there was more to be learned here than any- 
where else and have sent a delegation over 
twelve hundred miles to learn it. 

DIFFERENT STYLES OF PAVEMENT. 

Boston is by no means so well paved as it 
should be. The stone pavements in many 
parts ot the city where thereisa good deal 
of heavy hauling, while fairly enduring, are 
very hardon horses, and wear them out 
rapidly. The cobble- stones with 
rounded tops are net only slippery, 
but they are terribly severe on 
horses’ hoofs. The rounded tops strike the 
frogs frequently and cause animals otherwise 
perfectly sound to give out because of tender 
feet. The fiat-laid rectangular biocks of 
granite, such as are used here, are far better, 
and the well-laid foundation prevents 
the roughness due to depres- 
sions at one point and i elevations 
at another? This climate, with its extremes 
of heat and cold, is very trying to an as- 
phalt pavement,and we think that if one 
can last here, it can be safely laid down any- 
where. The experience of Boston with as- 
phaltum, save on streets that were prac- 
tically boulevards, has not been encourag- 
ing, and it is the intention of the delegation 
to endea vor to ascertain why this city has 
been so successful in keeping them in repair.

ST. LOUIS AND ST. LOUISANS. 


Sketches of Two Well Known Presby- 
terians—Getting Two Suits of Clothes. 
Rev. Dr. S. J. Niccolis is one of the strong 

men of byterian Church of this coun- 

try, and been identified with its growth 
many y „He was Moderator of the Gen- 

eral Assembly when it met in Detroit in 1872, 

and presided over its deliberations with dig- 

nity, ability and acceptability. He has been 
pastor of the Second Presbyterian Church of 

St. Louis for twenty-three years. 

He was born Aug. 3, 18%, in Westmoreland 
County, Pa., and began his academic educa- 
tion at Eldersaidge Academy, going from 
there to Jefferson College, from which he 
graduated in 1857. In fall of that year he 
entered the Western logical Seminary, 
where he completed his theological course of 
study in 1860. He was licensed to preach the 
gospel by the presbytery of Redstone in 1859, 
and in July, 1860, was called to the pastorate 
of the Falling Sprin h of Chambers- 
burg, Pa., which he filled for four years. In 
November, 1864, he was called to the pastor- 
ate of the Second Church of st. Louis, and 
entered upon his ministry there the following 
January. 

Dr. Niccolls is an earnest, agreeable and 
judicious man, and stands in the front rank 
of the ministers ofthe day. He grasps a sub- 
ject with vigor, expounds it logically, and 
with an easy,*gracefal style of delivery. He 
has been very useful in connection with sev- 
eralofthe boards ofthe church, and in pre- 
paring some of its Sunday-school lessons. 

Judge 8. M. Breckinridge of St, Louls repre- 
sents the Missouri synod as one Of the elders, 
and is a conspicuous figure inthe assembly, 
as well as a wise counsel and safe leader. He 
was born in Baltimore, Md., Nov. 3, 1828, and 
was educated at the Union College, New 
York, Center College, Kentucky, and the Col- 
lege of New Jersey at Princeton, He gradu- 
ated atthe law school of Transylvania Uni- 
versity at Lexington, Ky., and settled at St. 
Louis, in 18530, where he has since fre- 
sided. 

In 1884 and 1855 Judge Breckiaridge repre- 
sented the City and County of St. Louis in the 
Missouri Legislature, and in 1859 he was 
elected Judge of the Circuit Court of the 
State. While on the bench he was chosen a 
member of the State Conventioi, which con- 
tinued in existence until 18:4 He became 
elder of the Second Presbyterian Church of 
St. Louis in 1871, and in 1874 wal a member of 
the General Assembly which net in this city. 
In 1873 he was a member of the Committee 
on Internal Relations a inted to meet a 
similar commiftee of Southern Presby- 
terian Church. 

In 1878 Judge Breckinridge was made a mem- 
ber of the General Assembly’s Committee on 
the Revision of the Book of Discipline, 
which was continued from time to time, 
making its final report to the assembly in 
1882, at Springfield, Nil. He was a member of 
the assemblies of 1881 at Buffalo, of 1682 at 
Springfield, II., and 1863 at Saratoga.

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SHE DIED FOR LOVE. 


Why Carrie Morrison Left Family and. 
' Friends to End Her Life. 


THE BODY FOUND EIGHTEEN Ans 
DOWN THE RIVER AND IDENTIFIED, 


No Other Cause Assigned for her Act, But 
a Lovers’ Quarrel — William Dill is 
Kicked by a Horse and Shot in the 
Head atthe Same Time—East St. Louis 
and Belleville. 


It has developed that the body found at 
Smith’s Landing in Monroe County, III., de- 
scribed in yesterday’s Post-DIsPaTOH, was 
that of Miss Carrie Morrison, the girl who 
disappeared from East st. Louis nearly two 
weeks ago. The body was identified by 
means’ of the rings found on 
the fingers of the dead girl, and arrange 
ments are under way to have the remains re- 
moved to East St. Louis for interment. 

The dead girl, who was between 2 and 21 
years of age, disappeared from the residence 
of W. J. Mayo, on Seventh street, in East St. 
Louis, on the 18th inst., after telling Mrs. 
Mayo that she intended to go home and 
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Carrie Morrison. 

send her younger sister to take her place. 
The sister failed to come and on the Wednes- 
day following Mrs. Mayo called at the Mor- 
rison residence on Exchange avenue to find 
out what was the matter. There she 
was told that Carrie had not been at home 
and the girl’s parents were astonished 
to learn that their daughter 
had left her place 80 abruptly. 
Asearch was made, which continued until 
the news reached East St. Louis that a body 
answering the missing girl’s description had 
been found and buried at Smith’s Landing. 
The description convinced the girl’s parents 
that it was the body of their missing daugh- 
ter, and steps were taken at once to have the 
remains disinterred. 

The girl’s suicide is attributed to a lover’s 
quarrel, which occurred a month or two be- 
fore she left. When Mrs. Morrison reported 
the disappearance to the police she spoke of 
the estrangement that had taken place be- 
tween Carrie and a young man named John 
Thornton, with whom she had been keep- 
ing company for some three years. 
Thornton is employed at the Whittaker Pack- 
ing-house at the stock yards. They were seen 
together frequently untiltwo months since, 
when they had a falling out about something 
she did not explain to her mother. Mrs.Mor- 
rison ascertained that her daughter regretted 


the matter when it was over, but there was 


no reconciliation. She became very despond- 
ent after her disagreement with Thornton, 
and this so preyed on her mind that it led up 
to the determination to end her life.

MUTTERINGS OF DISCONTENT AT THE 
RECENT DEVELOPMENTS. 


The Spiriting Away of Witnesses and 
Other Matters in Connection With the 
Pending Cases Likely to Lead to Se- 
rious Trouble—The Matter Assumes a 
New Phase. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., May 28.—The situation 
as regards the jury bribery cases in connec- 
tion with the Hennessy assassination case 
creates much public comment and no little 
excitement here. Tuesday it was discovered 
that a State witness in two of the cases had 
disappeared and yesterday the cases in ques- 
tion were continued until the witnesses could 
be brought back to this city. The testimony 
required is that of a young man named 
Leonice Burthe, a member of a well-known 
family. Burthe has been located in 
st. Louis, where he has relatives. 
He was atales juror in the Hennessy case, 
and it was on his testimony before the 
Grand-jury, to the effect that he had been 
corruptly approached by Alfred Armant, a 
prominent lawyer, that the latter was in- 
dicted for attempting to bribe a juror. A 
few days ago Edward White, one of the keep- 
ersinthe Parish Prison, was indicted for 
approaching with corrupt intent oneof the 
witnessesin the jury bribery cases, and it 
soon became known that the indictment was 
onthe complaint of Burthe, who‘ testified 
that White had attempted to get him not to 
give evidence against Armant. When their 
case was continued yesterday White and Ar- 
mant both protested vigorously, claiming 
their right to a speedy trial. White further 
stated that Burthe was aware of the fact that 
he (White) was going to testify to Burthe’s 
bad character, and that Burthe had there- 
fore gone before the Grand-jury and made 
an utterly unfounded accusation against him, 
and that Burthe, knowing his character 
would be exposed, had left the State to pre- 
vent such exposure. The general opinion is 
that Burthe was spirited away in the inter- 
est of the defense, and this belief has gen- 
erally aroused public sentiment. If Burthe 
does not return voluntarily, it is probable 
that he will be indicted and a requisition sent 
for him. 

The indictments against James Cooney for 
bribery were called up and nolle prosequies 
entered, the District Attorney stating that in 
one of the cases the wrong man had been in- 
dicted, andin the other the State witness, 
Goodwin, atales juror, who, it is alleged, 
had been approached by Cooney, had sud- 
denly become possessed of a defective mem- 
ory, and was unable to identify the prisoner 
asthe man who had attempted to corrupt 
him, Cooney is held under another indict- 
ment for attempting to bribe Gormsley, an- 
other tales juror. In two other of the bribery 
cases, one against Emil @Bagnetto, an 
uncle of one of the Italians lynched in the 
parish prison, and a man named Giondi, the 
defense claims no crime has been committed, 
itnot being unlawful in Louisiana to cor- 
ruptly approach a tales juror. This tech- 
nical point Judge Marr now has under ad- 
visement. O’Malley’s application for a 
change of venue is still pending. There are 
many mutterings of discontent at the devel- 
opments in the bribery cases yesterday. The 
apparent spiriting away of one of the princi- 
pal witnesses and the assertion that 
the law cannot punish bribers of 

ales jurors have made a bad im- 
pression on the public mind and may 
leadtoa serious trouble. The newspapers 
are loud in their warnings that the temper of 
the people will no longer permit the delay in 
the purification of the fountains of justice. 
The New Delta says: 

New Orleans is not in a mood to be trifled with. 
We would greatly deplore a re-enactment of the 
scenes of March 14, but on that day the people were 
destroying not individuals, buta system, and they 
are determined that that systemin all its, off-shoots 
and ramifications shall be destroyed by legal methods 
if possible, but destroyed.

The Post-office Department issued a circu- 
lar Jan. 10, soliciting models for house boxes 
and quite a number have been sent on from 
this city.

ANOTHER CIRCUS PROCESSION. 


Parade of Deputy Sheriffs Along Grand 
and Lindell Avenues. 


The boys in the Sheriff’s office are having 
lots of fun to-day over the levy made by 
eight of the deputies yesterday afternoon. 
Rae Bros. had filed an attachment suit for 
$547.90 against Fuller & Mulligan, contractors 
doing a lot of gradingina new subdivision 
west of Tower Grove Park and the deputy 
sheriffs levied an attachment on eleven 
mules belonging to the contractors. The 
officers had quite a time taking possession 
of the property, as the mules were hitched to 
scrapers and the deputies didn’t know how 
to unhitch the animals, and some of them 
wouldn’t have undertaken the job at any 
price. Luckily, however, two or three work- 
men were found who understood the business 
thoroughly and who were willing fora small 
consideration in the way of quarters and 
half dollars to assist the officers and in due 
course of time the deputies had possession of 
the property attached and were marching to 
the city. They formed quite a procession 
marching along Grand avenue and down 
Lindell avenue and attracted a great deal of 
attention, many people thinking K was a cir- 
cus procession. Two of the mules were 
hitched toa wagon and two more were led 
behind it and then came Mr. Hopper driving 
another pair and walking himself at a safe 
distance behind them. The equestrian portion 
of the procession came next, five deputies 
riding five big bay mules in single file, each 
having a set of plow harness for a saddle. 

The procession finally reached a stable on 
Cass avenue and Jefferson avenue in safety, 
where the animals were securely housed, 
Two of the deputies are at home under the 
doctors’ care to-day and the other three 
riders are sosorethat they can hardiy get 
about. 

A dozen padded saddles are to be purchased 
by the Sheriff for emergencies of that kind in 
future.

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FASHION IN FLOWERS. 


SEASONS FOR THE CHANGES IN THE POP- 
ULARITY OF NATURE'S BEAUTIES. 


Rise and Fallin Favor of Various Varie- 
ties—Schemes for in the 
House—The Wearing of Flowers—Old- 
Fashioned Favorites. | 


There is just as distinct a fashion in flowers 
as there is in the colors and designs of dress 
flounces, hats, bonnets and the various other 
adoruments of men and women. 
then some modest little bloom will havea 
run of popularity that is perfectly marvelous 
and which reaps a harvest for the florist and 
those who happen to cultivate that especial 
favorite, Then the favorite will suddenly 
become shorn of its popularity and be super- 
seded by some other flower. 

The golden rod was one of those flowers 
which was suddenly brought into favor by 
some unexpected turn of fortune, and when 
it was voted upon for the national flower 
golden rod carried the day for some time, and 
it will probably never sink into its 
former ingignificence. A country girl came to 
St. Louis who had always known golden rod 
under some familiar name and sent out to get 
some of it for her bouquet at the Veiled 
Prophet’s balland when the maid returned 
bearing the yellow flower she had seen wav- 
ing in the flelds all her life, and told her what 
she had paid for it, the young lady was per- 
tec tly disgusted and said, ‘‘Oity folks rave 
over and pay money for what a country girl 
would hardly wear to a country picnic.’’ 

The craze for flowers and floral decorations 
we have been told for some time is on the 
wane, but this must be a mistake. Some of 
the leading florists say they have never 
reapeda richer harvest than from their 


| flowers this spring and some of the decora - 


tions used for weddings and private enter- 
tainments have reached a point in magnifi- 
cence rarely seen in 8t. Louis. 

New plants are being discovered all the 
time and the flower trade is growing in im- 
portance. Our English cousins exclaim over 
the Americans’ profusion in the use of flowers, 
and the most costly flowers. At one of the 
largest spring weddings the floral features 
were simply magnificent and surpassed even 
St. Louie people in their profusion at a time 
when the costly flowers used were at 
their most precious period. Bat 
they were used by the dozens: and 
made the spots of white as conspicuous as 
the masses of green used in the scheme of 
decoration. The cost was not less than $600. 

A ROSE WEDDING. 

At a wedding a few days ago the same mu- 
nificence was displayed in regard to the dec- 
orations where the rose predominated. The 
masses of Jack roses, Duchesse of Albany, 
Mermet, La France and bridal roses heaped 
upon each other to be used were sufficient to 
delight the heart of a rose connoisseur. 

Roses were the favorites for excellence last 
season, and the queen of fowers will never 
lose its popularity, although other favorites 
may spring up and hold popular favor fora 
time. Lilacs, white and purple, have been 
the rage this spring, and nothing is sweeter, 
so far as perfume goes. But their popularity 
was more one of season. The popularity of 
some of the other floral favorites has hada 
ran of months, regardless of season or cost. 

One of the ‘‘new departures’’ in plants is 
called the bridemaid geranium, which is 
characterized by petals of purest white, with 
a blotchof pink on each one, making an ex- 
quisite combination. If art could only repro- 
duce the natural blending of color in some of 
our plants, how exquisite would be the result 
in ball dresses for young ladies. Tile craze 
for the chrysanthemum dates back only a 
few seasons. Long ago one heard very little 
about this fall nower and it was valued as 
one of the last flowers that biossomed in the 
beginning of cold weather when we hate to 
see the gorgeous colors that belong to sum- 
mer begin to fade and die. Last fall, doubt- 
less, saw the chrysanthemum reach the 
highest point of its popularity. 

It is really a Change to be welcomed, as one 
denoting good taste, that ladies have left off 
their immense corsage bouquets. Some per- 
sons can wear a bunch of flowers at the cor - 
sage with good effect, but they are very few. 
Alady walking down Olive street created 
quite a sensation a few days ago by the size 
ot her bouquet. She weighed not less than 175 
pounds, and she had on a new spring dress of 
a delicate shade of gray, and on her bosom 
she had several great bunches of lilac; waving 
like plumesas she walked and making her 
appearance quite conspicuous. 

Nothing adds toa slender girl’s toilet more 
in summer, when she dresses in white mull or 
any thin summer dress, than a bunch of 
flowers fastened carelessly in her belt. But 
the waist line must be slender and the flow- 
ers fastened to look careless or the effect is 
mot good. Some persons have no tact or 
taste in handling flowers. The natural lover 
of the bright and beautiful children of nature 
are nearly always among them. There is all 
the difference in the way people handle flow- 
ers. Those who love them touch them deftly, 
lightly, lovingly, as if they had life. 

WHITE VIOLETS. 

White violets have had a great run of pop- 
ularity this spring in the East for bridal 
bouquets, and one bouquet I read of con- 
tained 1, 100 violets. A bridal pasey carried 
by a St. Louis bride this spring contained 600 
sprays of lily of the valley. 

The Napoleonic violet was most popular fot 
spring wear and a small unobtrusive mass of 
them will fill the atmosphere surrounding 
the wearer with their dainty and delicate 
perfume. Some young ladies wear them 
hidden in their laces. 

Since the old-style dress in form and color 
has been revived the society belles who make 
the unique a study have adopted old-fashioned 
flowers, many of which were hard to find out- 
side of the beds of old-fashioned country 
kitehen gardens, where the beds of vegeta- 
bles are often bordered with bright colored 
flowers. The cornfield often presents a most 
picturesque effect from the tendriis of the 
morning glory clinging around the cornstalks 
and blooming in their infinite variety. But 
this most beautiful and delicate flower can 
never be utilized. Hardy in that it grows

DECORATIONS, 

In floral decoration every thing depends, 
of course, upon the grouping and arrange- 
ment of colors. Some people can take a few 
flowers and an ocean of green and make a 
room a bower of beauty. All flowers are 
lovely and look well massed together, but a 
few can be most effectively used where there 
is a knowledge of contrast and fitness in 
coloring. Group such flowers as bring out 
each mr beauty. One of the social leaders 
in St. Louis never trusts the grouping and 
arrangement of her floral decorations to 
subordinates. She attends to it in person 
and she knows just exactly how to arrange a 
floral scheme to perfection. She has a taste 
for it and has made the arrangement of 
flowers a study. * 

In Beso. decoration there is always some 
thing new. The craze for gold and white 
Empire style extends tothe favors used. In 
reading of a small dinner given in the East 
lately, I noticed that the scheme of color was 
carried out in pale yellow and white ragged 
chrysanthemums mixed with trailing vines of 
ivy and maiden hair ferns. 

A novelty this season is officers’ red, so 
called from the fiery tint of the English 
soldiers’ uniform. Brillant red contrasts 
exquisitely with the snowy table damask. 
The showy red geranium is used, the blooms 
being massed without any green, and are 
very effective for decoration. 

At luncheons white is much in favor, newly 
blossomed white rosebuds being favorites, 
and to relieve the ghostly effect of the white 
cloth and white flowers sometimes a delicate 
blue or pink cloth is used instead of white. 
Straw baskets of crimson, filled with pale- 
hued flowers, are striking. 

A popular method for table decoration is to 
mass the flowers upon the table without any 
receptacles. One of the most novel deco- 
rations,’’ saidalady who was writing upon 
the subject, ‘‘is that of the Directoire, and 
victors’ wreaths, crescents, lyres and double 
crescents, which are all late styles.’’ 

The double crescents are formed so that 
the inner one §g smalier and not much 
raised as the outer and it is also thinner and 
both are finished off with aigrettes. The 
most beautiful, receptacles for flowers are 
bowls of crystal and repousse silver. The 
rich and luxuriant blossoms and tendrils can 
be arranged with exquisite effect and must 
droop over the sides in careless luxuri- 
ance. A lady in Westminster place 
showed me an alcove ‘opening from her 
bedroom where she sat and read or wrote 
and the window was a mass of growing 
plants in a box and ona table stood an old- 
fashioned fruit stand with the perforated 
bottom and this was filled with flowers and 
vines that grew so luxuriantly that they cov- 
ered the whole thing, and in this way she 
would enjoy her flowers and yet not sacri- 
fice her solitude or impair her health by hav- 
ing them in her sleeping room. 
I noticed that the old-fashioned hanging 
baskets are coming into use again, and they 
look very pretty suspended from the doors 
and porticoes of the entrances affected by 
the present style ofarchitecture. Long satin 


sacks are used for cencealing tins, and the 


effect is charming when the plants which 
rest in the tins have the appearance of 
tumbling rom the open mouth of the gay- 
colored sack. 

GLASSES FOR FLOWERS. 

Some persons prefer to use small cut-glass 
stands for table decorations, and place in 
each stand so many roses or other flowers as 
they will hold, and then arrange them at in- 
tervals upon the table. A bunchof black 
and pink rosesor yellow and black havea 
rich effect upon the white cloth. 

Flower-stands are made of sedan chairs 

covered with plush, which is covered bya 
trellis of flowers. Dog roses in stands of 
pierced silver have anexreedingly graceful 
appearance, é. 
A circular table witha center wreath en- 
closing a shell of electric light over which 
the flowers are arranged to droop was recent- 
ly used at a swell dinner party. 

Another favorite for table and house decor- 
ation is the Alpine poppy which makes a 
brilliant effect with its burning scarlet chalice 
and graceful pale green pliant stems. Dark 
brown foliage mixes well with yellow flowers 
and hasa very rich appearance. The rose 
hued geranium and pale lilac gripsophylum 
combine well. If you have nothing but 
grasses and foliage plants you can make a 
charming decoration if you know how to 
place them. 

If you can afford but few flowers and want 
an effective decoration, fill a Benare’s bowl 
full of pink and white lillies and pink candi- 
dum leaves, and that alone makes a spot of 
color that strikes the eye and decorates the 
whole room. A bow! of bread and milk tastes 
better off a pretty table and the taste that 
decorates the plainest board with flowers 
never ends. 

Flowers are never out of taste and are 
“used for all oceasions in life or death with 

equal fitness. Wild flowers make a pretty 
decoration in their season. The water lillies 
that looks so beautiful’ resting upon the 
bosom of the lake are sometimes clumsy to 
handle and arrange, but they can be utilized 
for decoration by placing them upon flat 
mirrors where they have the same effect that 
they have resting on the surface of 
the water. The horseshoe formed 
of dainty forget-me-nots and 
stephanites are lovely. If you happen to have 
a basket with high handles, lined with plush 
and with turned down lips, fill with flowérs 
or trim in any way you desire, and it makes 
a pretty center piece for your table; you can 
trim it so that it will have the appearance of 
a tnistle emerging from the midst of its blue- 
green leaves. A canopy of bloom over a 
table has a fine effect. One of different col- 
ored tulips is beautiful.

A DANGEROUS BIRTH-MARE, 


The Freak That Has Run Through a Fam- 
ily for 200 Tears.

A well-known family of Minneapolis is dis- 
tinguished bya singular birth-mark said to 
have been borne by every member of the 
family forthe past 200 years. However this 
may be, it is certain that the mark is carried 
by all of them now known.
